BARNUM BACKED OUT, 


And Buel Did Not Get the Czar’s White 
) Elephant. 
St. Louis Republican. 

Mr. J. W. Buel, the author, for some years 
connected with the press of this city, has re- 
turned from his second trip to Russia, where 
he went on an enterprise that proved some- 
what disappointing. His first trip, in August 
last, was in search of raw material for a 
book; and while in St. Petersburg he visited 
the imperial gardens, where he saw a white 
elephant, a sacred animal, which had 
been presented by the King of Bur- 
mah to Alexander II. of Russia some 
ten years ago as a mark of gratitude 
for favors received. The rarity of the ani- 
mal, even in the country from whence it 
came, and its sacred character, struck Mr. 
Buel very forcibly, and he conceived the idea 
of bringing it to thie country, where an ele- 
phant of the white variety had never been 
seen. The animal was a female 32 years old. 
Ile thereupon entered into negotiations for 
the ro and ascertained on what terms 
he could procure it from Mr. Ernest Rost, 
the keeper of the Imperial Gardens, having 
at the same time obtained the consent of the 
present Czar for a brief exile of the saered 
beast to America. Returning home, Mr. 
Buel argue out Mr. Barnum, who agreed 
to give him $25,000 in cash for a lease of the 
elephant two years. Barnum intended to 
construct the finest chariot for the white ele- 
phant ever seen in the world. Barnum sent 
over with Buel to St. Petersburg Bill New- 
man, who brought “ Jambo” over from Lon- 
don, Maj. Warner, chief manager of Bar- 
num’s shows, and Mr. Davis, his European 
agent. If these gentlemen were satisfied 
that the white elephat was the proper thing, 
and they accepted it, then Buel was to close 
the bargain with Rost and deliver the ani- 
— remen for shipment to the United 

ates. 

The party arrived in St. Petersburg about 
the middle of October, and Barnum’s agents 
spenttwo days in examining the elephant. 

Meantime Haggenbach, the great wild ani- 
mal dealer at Hamburg, not having heard of 
Buel’s negotiations, had written to Barnum, 
proposing to secure the elephant forhim. By 
this time the Russian and German papers got 
hold of the matter, and their publications 
produced considerable excitement. It was. 
the talk of the town. Barnum’s agents, whom 
he sent over, did not appear to be satisfied 
with the white elephant, and there wasa 
hitch in the negotiations. They found it 
quite different from any ow which they 
had ever before seen, but color was not 
light enough to satisfy them. It neverthe- 
less had a beautiful color. 
neck, trunk, and limbs 
knees had a clear fleshlike color, but 
it was not white. They had the 
animal washed, and the dirt and accumulat- 

secretions cleaned from the skin. The 
effect of water wasto turn the skinto a 
dark lead color, but as it dried the gray col- 
or was restored. As Barnumhad thrown 
all the responsibility on Maj. Warner, the 
latter sent a cable dispatch to him asking 
him what to do in the matter. num dis- 
patched back, ay that he placed ail the 
responsibility on him and he would abide b 
his judgment. Maj. Warner consulted wi 
Mr. Link, the showman and theatrical 
manager, asking his opinion in regard to the 
white elephant without appris him of the

But Mr. Hunt, the American Minister at St. 
Petersburg, when consulted, said he doubted 
its being a white elephant, having formed 
his idea of what he had read about them in 
Oriental descriptions and novels. On the 
other hand, the Burmah Princess, who had 
visited St. Petersburg, pronounced the ani- 
mal genuine. It was a sacred thing to them. 

The upshot was that Maj. Warner declined 
to take the responsibility, and the trade was 
declared off. Mr. Buel had bargained to 

ive 20,000 rubles for the beast, equivalent to 

10,000, with a refusal till the lst of Decem- 
ber. Barnum was to pay him $25,000 and all 
expenses. Buel is now of opinion that there 
never wasa pure white elephant in exist- 


ence, and he comes back without an elephant 


on his hands.

The War Between Robert Hollo- 
way and the Clydesdale 
Association. 


The Representatives of the Assoclation 
Arrested on a Charge of Horse- 
Stealing. 


Statements by the Contending Parties 
Regarding the Affair at 
Alexis, Il.

Monmouth, III., Nov. 10.—The Clydesdale 
war between Robert Holloway and the agent 
of the Glasgow Clydesdale Horse-Breeding & 
Exporting Association is the principal topic 
of conversation here. The seat of war has 
changed from Alexis to Monmouth, where 
Buchanan, Johnson, Milligan, and McFar- 
land were brought last nightin charge of 
Sheriff Bond. Buchanan and Johnson re- 
mained under guard at a hotel last night, 
and today the whole party was brought be- 
fore Justice Clark on another warrant 
charging them with horse-stealing. They 
waived examination until next Wednes- 
day, and Mr. W. H. Frantz, a prominent 
stock-farmer of Monmouth went on their 
bond. Mr. Frantz on a recent visit to Scot- 
land was the guest of Mr. Buchanan, and was 
a friend in need at this time. A. J. Potter, 
alias Finkbone, and one Capt. Turtle, an ex- 
Chief of Police of Chicago, who had charge 
of the train-load of men yesterday, staid in 
Monmouth last night, but left this morning. 
Turtle went to Burlington, and Finkbone 
returned to Alexis, thinking to find the 
Scotchman there, and .

He 
was held in $2,000 bail and brought to Mon- 
mouth and confined in jail.

OIL. 


The Present Tremendous Excitement 
in Petroleum. 
Rochester Democrat, Nov, & 

After a lull of more than three years in 
the oil trade, a tremendous tewpest has all 
at once struck it. The first manifestations of 
the tempest appeared kast Friday. On the 
day previous oil had sold at 961<@97, the 
usual price. Friday it went up to $1.05, and 
Saturday to $1.20. Since then it has touched 
$1.36. And the end is not yet. Prophets who 
claim to nave good reasons for their own opin- 
ions assert that the price will advance to $2 
and beyond. Johu S. Davis, of the firm of 
Murphy & Davis, one of the largest oil-deal- 
ers in Philadelphia, toid a representative of 
the Press that it will eventually be $2.50, The 
Gazette of Pittsburg states that $1.50 may be 
confidently anticipated, 7 

Even this figure is larger than any since 
1877. In November of that year the price 
per barrel was $1.91. As a matter not with- 
out interest we present in this connection the 
following table of the average price of oil in 
November from 1860 down to 1881. The table 
is from the Pittsburg Gazette: 


At Pittsburg the sales were the largest ever 
known in the history of the Exchange, the 
total for Saturday reaching 9,157,000 barrels. 
The record of the week shows a total of 22,- 
028,000 barrels. On the previous week the 
total was only 7,292,000 barrels, and during 
the week preceding that only 4,324,000 bar- 
rels. The following tabie gives the trans- 
actions at Pittsburg, Oil City, and Bradford 
for the past ten months:

The sales at Pittsburg on Monday reached 
11,370,000 barrels; at Oil City, 14,545,000; and

Two great causes are given to explain this 
sudden advance in oil. One is claimed to be 
a combination of speculators and the other 
the inadequacy of the supply to meet the 
demand. Mr. Davis, of Philadelphia, al- 
ready mentioned, asserts that a combination 
of oll men was made some time to pro- 
tect their own interests and to advauee the 
— ‘of oil. Although he denied it, 

e meant in reality that there was 
a corner in the oil market. If he told the 
truth, the . of oil are fictitious, and are 
not likely to remain as high as they are at 
present. Those who invest in the article do 
so at their peril. hile they may make 
themselves very rich suddenly, they may on 
the other hand make themselves poor with 
the same facility and alacrity. i 

The Pittsburg Gazette contends that there 
has been a large falling off in the oil —1— 
The production at present is about 65,000 bar - 
rels per mx Last July it was 111,000 barrels 
per day. ‘The greatest decrease has been in 
the Cherry Grove district. Last Maren the 

rodu¢tion there was 40,000 barrels per day. 
Now it is only 4,500 barrels per day. It is al- 
leged that unless some new district is opened 
up there is no likelihood of a production ex- 
ceeding that at present, which is about equal 
to the consumption. The amount of oil on 
hand is said to be from 30,000,000 to 35,000,000 
barrels. This is a year’s supply. We are 
not likely to get out of oil soon, even if the 
supply in ali the oil districts should collapse 
as it has in the Cherry Grove district. 

An event of this deplorable character is 
not likely to occur. We doubt if all the oil 
has been taken out of Pennsylvania. Much 
oil territory is yet to be explor Warren 
and Forrest Counties are looked upon as be- 
ing rich in oil. They have not been tapped 
to any considerable extent. Consequently 
their value remains unknown, if the price 
of oil continues high we shall not bein ig- 
norance long. Men will be incited to find 
all the oil they can, and if there is any of the 
articlé in these counties we feel sure that it 


will be found. ee

THE PROHIBITION Tsun IN INDIANA. 

Prohibition as an issue is as dead in Indi- 
ana as a last year’s mackerel, It is discoy- 
ered now that the passage dy the last Legis- 
lature of the resolution proposing a constitu- 
tional amendment in favor of prohibition did 
not comply with the requirements of law, 
and even if the Prohibitionists had obtained 
the control of the next Legislature it would 
have been necessary to begin de novo. As it 
is, prohibition will hardly be mentioned in 
the next Legislature, or if the subject shall 
be discussed at all it will only be for the 
purpose of still further weakening the Re- 
publican party in that State in the next Pres- 
idential campaign. But the influence of that 
issue in the late election is well worth an- 
alyzing. 

Indiana isa close State, In warmly-con- 
tested elections it is always @ matter of doubt 
up to the last moment which of the two par- 
ties can carry it. In the late election the Re- 
publicans oecupied the vantage ground at 
the start. The State Government was Re- 
publican, and Garfield had darried the State 
in 1880 by 6,600 majority. But the prohibi- 
tion issue was crowded to the front. The 
Democrats, under the direction of Mr. Hen- 
dricks, straddled the question. Their plat- 
form announced a willingness to submit a 
prohibition amendment to the people, but 
declared the purpose of the party to antag- 
onize the proposition when it should come to 
avote, This position was generally recog- 
nized as equivoeal, but it was taken in order 
to head off a defection of Prohibitionists 
from the Democratic party at a time when 
it was thought to be necessary to conciliate 
the prohibition sentiment; As the cam- 
paign progressed, the pretense of cajoling 
the Prohibitionists was abandened, and the 
party leaders generally took a bold stand 
against all prohibition and sumptuary legis- 
lation of every kind and in any shape. 

The Republican party, on the other hand, 
assumed the responsibility for the prohibi- 
tion movement in Indiana, as it stood by the 
Pond and Smith bills in Ohio. The Indiana 
Legislature, which had voted once in favor 
of submitting the prohibition amendment, 
was Republican; and, though the amend- 
ment had passed the Legislature by a combi- 
nation of Republican and Democratie votes, 
the Republican majority was held te account 
for it, and the Republican Convention re- 
moved all doubt about the question by 
adopting an out-and-out prohibition resolu- 
tion, Before the end of the campaign the 
Republican party was universally regarded 
in the State as the prohibition party, and the 
Democratic party as the anti-prohibition 
party. The Republican leaders, whose judg- 
ment and experience led them to protest 
against affiliation with the prohibition move- 
ment as dangerous to party success Were put 
down by the fanatics. When the former 
predicted an enormous defection among the 
Germans, the latter promised to fill up the 
ranks with Democratie Christians—Method- 
ists, Baptists, Presbyterians, and so on— 
who would yote with the Republicans for 
prohibition in preference to voting their own 
party ticket against prohibition. .The Demo- 
cratic Christian prohibition vote was to 
overwhelm the German Republicans who 
would go over to the Democrats in order to 
vote against prohibition. 

What has been the result? 

The anticipated defection among the Ger- 
man Republicans has been fully realized. 
The Democratic Christian vote has failed to 
materialize on the Republican side. The 
Democratic Christians have preferred the 
success of their party to the success of pro- 
hition. The German Republicans have pre- 
ferred to put down prohibition even at the 
cost of their party’s success, The resuitis that 
the State has gone Democratic by 15,000 votes, 
the Republicans have lost the Legislature, and 
only four Republican members have been 
saved in a Congressional delegation of thir- 
teen. The Prohibitionists have gained 
nothing, but the Republicans ‘have lost 
everything by the alliance; and there re- 
mains only the experience (which is not new) 
that Democratic Christians cannot be trusted 
to abandon their party lines on questions of 
morality or social discipline, This experi- 
ence will notinfluence the prohibition cranks 
to loose their hold upon the throat of the Re- 
publican party, because they are indifferent 
to party success; but it ought to induce the 
Republican party to throw them off. Their 
influence over the Democratic Christians is 
nil when it comes to voting the party ticket. 
They can drive off votes from the Republican 
party, but they can bring none to it. The de- 
feat of St, John in Kansas; the loss of Ohio; 
the frightful reduction of the Republican 
majority in Iowa; the possible defeat of 
Strattan in this State, who was running 
against a German, though Gen, Smith, the 
head of the Republican ticket, is elected; the 
loss of Michigan to the Republicans where 
the Prohibitionists again threatened an agi- 
tation—all may be traced mainly to the refusal 
of Democratic Christians in other parts of the 
country, as well as Indiana, to vote the Re- 
publican tieket for the promotion of prohibi- 
tion, and the determination of German Re- 
publicans to vote the Democratic ticket 
whenever that is necessary to beat prohibi- 
tion. It would seem that Republican leaders 
ought not to require any more instruction 
than the late elections have given in order to 
impress these two facts upon their minds. 
The Prohibitionists in Indiana have brought 
defeat upon the Republican party. and at the 
same time buried their issue out of sight.

The press has lost its power,” So sald a 
Washington gorrespondent a few weeks be- 
fore the election.

Failure to Agree Upon a Pian to Pool 
All the Lumber uses Going to 
Missouri River Points. 

A meeting of the General Managers and 
General Freight Agents of the various West- 
ern roads was held yesterday at Commis- 
sioner Midgiey’s office for the purpose of 
reorganizing the various lumber pools into 
one grand organization comprising all 
the business from Chicago, Wisconsin 
points, and Mississippi River points 
from St. Paul to St. Louis, inclusive, to all 
Missouri River points. Such reorganization 
of the existing lumber pools was made neces- 
sary by the diversion of business from Wis- 
consin points via the Chicago, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis & Omaha, better known as the 
Northwestern lumber route.

to become parties to the new arrangement.

The- committee appointed by the Iowa 
Trunk-Line Association a short time ago to 
meet Mr. J. F. Tucker, Traffic Manager of 
the Illinois Central, and urge him to aban-

Sioux City performed its duty yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 

The committee tried hard to convince Mr. 
Tucker that the continuance of his Council 
Bluffs line is Hkely to make trouble all 
around; that there was no reason for 
bis forming such a line in connection with 
the St. Paul & Omaha, and that owing to its 
greater length it could not be called a com- 
peting line. Mr. Tucker was also informed 
that iche continued to compete for the Coun- 
cil Bluffs business the lowa pool could get 
even by striking vital points on the IIlinois 
Central. Mr. Tucker refused to be convinced 
by the arguments, and stated that he had 
gone into that business to stay and that he 
meant to stay. The Iowa lines, he said, for 
years had n injuring the lowa line of 
the IIlinois Central by unjust competition.

The Lilinois Cen- 
tral had always been slow in — to war, 
but when it once got mad it would fight as 
well as anybody else and meant to give blow 
for blow. This terminated the proceedings. 
In spite of the warlike talk it is not probable 
that a fight will occur over the matter, and it 
is more probable that before long the roads 
will come together again and compromise 
the matter by admitting the Lilinois Central 
line to Council Bluffs into the Iowa pool. 


Vanderbili’s Efforts to Ruin the Dressed 
Beef Business. 

Last Tuesday Tue TRIBUNE sounded the 
keynote of alarm that Vanderbilt and his 
crowd, who are largely interested in the 
Western stock-yards, would soon take steps 
to ruin the dressed beef business, which is 
now threatening to ruin the Vanderbilt 
stock-yard enterprises. Many railroad offi- 
cials claimed that Vanderbilt and the other 
Eastern magnates had no such designs, and 
that Turn TRIBUNE was unnecessarily 
alarmed. That Tue TRIBUNE was correct, 
a3 it usually isin such matters, is substan- 
tiated by the following dispatch: 

T. C. Eastman, of New York, W. H. Monroe 
of Albany,. W. H. Vanderbilt, of New York, and 
H. & W. Arnold, of Chicago, have formed a 
company, with a reported capital of $1,000,000, to 
oppose the Chicago dressed beef enterprise of 
Hammond & Co. and Swift & Co., of Chicago. 
They will 1 ae: in every ci 
the other rms ave agencies now, 
will sell beef brought from Chicago in the 
American Refrigerator Company's’ cars at a 
price which will just cover expenses. This is 
considered a move to crowd out the dressed 
beef trade in the interest of the live stock busi- 
ness and railway companies. 

By taking such steps Vanderbilt shows 
that he has no other object in view than to 
protect his stock-yard enterprises. Messrs. 
Hammond & Co. are giving all their dressed 
beef to Vanderbilt’s Michigan Central, yet 
Vanderbilt means to crowd them oat of the 
business because the-profit from the dressed 
beef goes to the railroad company, while the 
profits from the stock-yards go into his own 
pockets and those of his cronies. As some 
of the managers of the other Eastern lines 
are also more or less interested in stock- 
yards, Vanderbilt will find bat little opposi- 
tion in any device he may get up to drive the 
dressed beef business out of existence. The 
next th in order will bea decided advance 
in dressed beef rates.

The New York & New Eag¢giand Com- 
pany Discriminating in Freight 
Rates.

Progress of the Work of the Commis- 
sion Appointed to Negotiate for the 
Territory Now Occupied by Them. 

Special Dispatcn to The Chicago Tribune. 
Yanuron, Dak., Nov. 10.—Last night ex- 

Gov. Edmunds, Judge Shannon, and J. H. 

Teller. brother of Secretary Teller, who com- 

bose the commission appointed to negotiate 

with the different tribes of Sioux for break- 
ing up the Big Sioux reservation, returned to 

Yankton after an absence of twenty-four 

days in the Indian country, They first 

visited Santee Agency, where there are 800 

Indians. Thence they had a tedious journey, 

partly by rail and partly overland, to Rose- 

bud, where are 8000 Brule Indians 
under Young Spotted-Tail, {Swift-Bear, 

and others. _ Thence they drove 110 

miles to Pine Ridge Agency. There are 

8.000 Ogallala Indians under the famous oid 

man Red-Cloud, Young-Man-Afraid-of-His- 

Horses, andothers, They remained there ten 

days and had several important conferences 

with the chiefs and head men, who expressed 


the most friendly sentiments. ‘The signa- 
tures of 250 head men were obtained to an

agreement the details of which the gentie- 


men of the commission are not at liberty to 
divulge. However, it is known that their in- 
structions indicate the complete breaking up 
of the immense reservation lying between the 
Missouri River and the Black Hills, and the 
consolidation of different agencies, At pres- 
ent the 25,000 Sioux Indians have each an in- 
dividual interest in a tract of land as large 
as Indiana, afid itis proposed to allow each 
tribe a separate reservation large enough to 
give each family 390 acres, which it will 
ultimately own in fee simple. Of course the 
Indians will expeet and receive a money 
or, rather, goods—consideration besid 

The Indians, the cominission foun 


were: desirous of „ont land 
in severalty and living Tike the 
white man, They also found that the young 
men are weary of the feudal system under 
Which they have’ been reared, and that the 
power of the chieftains is on the wane. The 
work of this commission is perhaps the most 
important negotiation ever made with the 
Indians, for it not only will open a way for 
railroads to the Black Kills and add 10,000,000 
or 15,000,000 acres of land to the public do- 
main, but will break up the tribal relations 
among the Indians and cause them to 
own land in severalty, which may de 
the first step powords their civilization. The 
commission feel confident that there will be 
unity of action among the pa tribes, 
and that theit work will be e@irely success- 
ful, notwithstanding the efforts of traders 
and squaw-men to prejudice the Indians 
against their work.

Tun Trisune figured yesterday that 
Galloway was elected by %) majority, and it 
is undoubtedly so elo that it will require 
the official count to decide it. Both Mr. 
Ryan and Mr. Galloway have hopes, but 
neither expresses any confidence as to the 
result. McNeill and O’Shea are also deeply 
interested in the result of the legislative vote 
in the Eleventh District, and in the Ninth 
Senatorial District, when it is reached, 
Messrs. Wendel, Pederson, and Donnelly 
will take considerable interest.

NOTHING IN IT. 

Some of the knowing ones, who can always 
see a mountain in a mole-hill, were around 
the Court-House yesterday taking credit to 
themselves for a wonderful discovery which 
they claimed they had made.

These know!ng gentlemen have 
reckoned without their host, Chapter 131 of 
the statutes, entitled “Construction of Stat- 
utes,” in paragraph 8, says: 

The terms Sheriff,” “‘ Coroner,” Constable,“ 
„Clerk.“ or other words used for an executive 
or ministerial officer, may include any deputy 
or other person performing the dutiesof such 
officer, either generally or in special cases; and 
the words “County Clerk” shall be held to in- 
clude Clerk of the County Court, and the words 
„Clerk of the County Court to inciude “ Coun- 
ty Clerk.“ 

Even if there were no statutory provision 
to this effect, there would be no doubts as to 
the son tency of a person elected as Clerk 
of the 
County Clerk, for the feason that the intent 
of the voter in casting hig ballot for Clerk 
of the County Court” w same as if he 
had voted for County Clerk. A clerical 
error in the description of an officer 
to be voted for does not invalidate 
his election, according to the. recent 
rulings of the Supre e Courts, both fed- 
eraland State. urthermore, the Constitu- 
tion in the 12 article says that a 
„Clerk of the County Court“ shall be 
elected. 

The language of the statute is very ex- 
plicit, and there is, very fortunately, so far 
as this State is concerned, no occasion for an 
appeal to the courts.

There is no 
doubt but what the amendment became a 
proverbial and operative part of the Consti- 
tution, 2. at once accomplished a change 
in substance in the con ‘tition of the Jaw in 
relation to general elections for this class of 
county officers. Previous to the adaption of 
this amendment the Constitution did not 
fix the times of holding general elec- 
tions for the officesof County Judges, County 
Clerks and County Treasurers, and the time 
was set for November, 1881, every two or 
four years thereafter. But when the consti- 
tutional ainendment was adopted it setaside 
the old provision and enacted that the elec- 
tion should be held in November, 1832, thus 
extending the terms of the officers mentioned 
until November, 1882. | 

The court then discussed the proposition of 
the shoi-term election—the choosing of 
officers whose terms should be of only one 
year’s düration—and held that the intention 
of the amendment was to do away With fre- 
quent eleetions, and that the readiest way to 
accomplish this result was by making 
the terms of the oilices mentioned to extend 
over four years. The Legislature took the 
same view, and the legislation enacted with 
a view of carrying out in 1888 the provisions 
of the amendment was approved by the Goy- 
ernor. : 

The line of reason which in 1881 de- 
clared that there shoud be no election of

THE REPUDIATORS TRYING TO GET UP A

The Board of Trade Arbitration Committee as 
to the value of September No. 2 spring wheat 
held a meeting yesterday afternoon, Mr. Ran- 
ney occupying the chair.

Blair, F. J. Magill, Everingham & Co., B. P. 
Hutchinson, W. W. Boyington, Strong & Co., 
Stiles, Gouldy & Co., Wheeler & Gregory. A. M. 
Wright & Co, and others equally well known on 
the board. 

B. C. Jones was called to the stand and testi- 
fled he knew but little about the September deal 
until the shortage was developed towards the 
end of the month; he had made trades from day 
to day during the month; up te the 27th the 
trading was light.

The sales were made to 
other parties, but finally reached McGeoch, 
Everingham & Co. During the month he sold 
No. 2 winter wheat to millers for 98 cents.

RUFUS HATCH. 
POLITICS, RAILROADS, FREE CANALS, ETC. 

Er. Rufus Hatch, the well-known New York 
capitalist, was found at the Palmer House yes- 
terday, and unbosomed @imself.in regard to 
politics, railroads, and other matters. He said: 

“ As to the result of the recent election in the 
State of New York I have only to say that 1 am 
sorry for my friends Folger and Gould. Mr. 
Gould has lost five tricks lately—the Nickel- 
Piate, the Elevated Railroad, the Mutual Union, 
the Western Union, and the cable, and now 
comes the election. I am sorry for Gould. You 
want to know what the result of the election 
will be. It seems tome that boss rule is ended 
in politics, finance, and religion. But there will 
not be any falliag off in the number of immi- 
grants secking our shores, in the crops, or in 
the amount of whisky drunk or cigars smoked. 
The transfer of power to the Democracy will 
give work to a lot of Democratic politicians who 
have been out a long time and need employment 
badly.” 

Wat about the railroads? ” 

“TI expect a large increase in the number of 
immigrants from Europe, but do not look for 
anything big in the way of railroad building in 
the West and Northwest. I have yet to take 
anything back of what I have said about the 
wonderful capabilities of the Northwest, but my 
views on that point have been fully published. 
As to stocks I am a great bull on Northern Pa- 
cific and a bearon Union Pacific. The Northern 
Pacific has the money to complete the road. It 
received a land-graut which is an empire in it- 
self, and of which it cannot be deprived.

tion. Mrs. Browning said that “her letters 
and conversations show more grasp of intel- 
lect and general power than would be infer- 
able from her finished compositions,” and 
James T. Fields declared that “her voice 
was a beautiful chime of silver bella.” Yet 
her books and plays were very popular in 
their day, though but little known now. and 
she made considerable money by the use of 
her pen.

Transceudental Idealism, 

8. C. Griggs & Co., of Chicago, have issued 
as the second volume of their Philosophical 
Classics.a work on Schellmg's Transcendental 
Idealism, by John Watson, LL. D., F. R. S. 
C., of Queen's University, Kingston, Can- 
ada. The volume contains a historical expo- 
sition of the Ideal Philosophy of Schilling in 


its relation to the philosophy of Kant and 
Fichte, from which it was developed. Prof. 
Watson first explains the fundamental prin- 
ciples of 9 philosophy, then the earlier 
philosophy of Fichte, and afterwards traces 
the relations of Schelimg’s earlier philosophy 
to its source in Kante and Fichte, and points 
out his divergences from the views of his 
predecessors. After describing Schelling’s 
earlier treatise, the author considers 
his discussions of the problem of transcen- 
dental idealisw, of theoretical philosophy,of 
practical philosophy. of teteology and art, 
and of the system of identity. Schelling’s 
earlier philosopy led him into pantheism. In 
his late philosophy, as Prof. Watson shows, 
he advanced to monotheism, but failed to 
give a consistent account of moral freedom 
in the finite creature in relation to the abso- 
lute and infinit personality. Prof. Watson 
concludes that Hegel was the true follower 
of Kant. His high estimate of Hegel he 
gives in the following words: Iegel, in 
relieving the critical philosophy of the beg- 
garly elements clinging to it and allowing it 
to rise up to the higher zones of spirit, is the 
true follower of Kant. Disearaing with 
Fichte the gratuitous fiction of a thing in 
itself beyond knowledge, he agrees with 
Schel in holding that nature is noth 
a intelligence; but instea 
0 ceqreding intelligence by  assimi- 
lating it to nature, he raises nature up 
to S Nor will he allow of any 
leaps from the lowest to the highest catego- 
ries, but seeks to put every category in its 
place, and to connect all by the bond of an 
organic movement. Hence the importance 
he attaches to the separate consideration of 
the various functions by which the world is 
thought, that by which at least itis seen to 
be afully rounded system.

A Novel of Peasant Life. 

*Césette ’—translated trom the French of 
Emile Pouvillon by Charles William Wool- 
sey—offers the reader a glimpse of peasant 
life in the South of France. Of plot, in the 
sense of striking or complex situations, there 
is none. It is not so much a story as the 
outlines of one; but these are given with a 
direct simplicity which is refreshing in a 
day when the art of telling a story seems to 
lie in an ability to conceal it beneath a sug- 
gestive and eluding subtlety. The charac- 
ters are few and realistic. The hero, hero- 
ine, and her rival (if such names be not too 
trazic-sounding for such simple lives) are 
sketched in boldly; they are genuine flesh- 
and-blood beings with the faults and virtues, 
the joys and sorrows common to humanity, 
whether draped in silk or homespun. The 
strong charm of the book, however, lies in 
its beautiful dissolving views of Nature. 
Thete is, for example, a description of a 
sunrise so beautiful that we give it entire: 

There is a flutter among the leaves: off there 
to the right soft hues rise above the bosom of 
the qual iene valley; the tops of the poplars 
shiver with the first touch of light; in exquisit 
tenderness of color there is wedlock between the 

lowing lights above and the clinging shadows 

t belong to curth. As Césette gazes, some- 
thing stirs ig the furrow at her very feet; it is 
scarcely a sound; rather is it a sigh between two 
dreams. Frightened at the silence that ensues, 
the skylark lies close and hushed. Then the 
biackbird ventures sound: a great brave chirp, 
theu two, then silence. Then a gap, bereft of 
every sound. And then a clear-cut cali, as if 
moistened with the new light of dawn—the 
Whistle of a quail who makes reply from his 
shelter beneath the grasses of the hilitop. Boid- 
er do these voices gradually grow; auswering 
calls from bere, from there, float out from cop- 
pices hard by; there are dialogs and discussions 
—a growing flood of sound that sweils richer and 
fuller with the measure of the warming 
light of day. The beayens are a wonder. 
While in the East, the sun ventures to pro- 
trude the tip end of his rosy nose westward— 
still enfolded in the chilly vapors of the night— 
the moon lies dying—dies. 

There is a pretty touch of precision about 
the picture ot “short-horned, pink-nosed 
eattle—the baby-like outline of their faces 
indicating young bullocks.” Then we find a 
tangled wood, when “ a pall seemed to have 
fallen upon the drowsy scene. The place 
had been, as it were, rocked to sleep to the 
hum of insects, by the wings of grassioppers 
and hornets flashing like unleashed golden 
arrow-points through the flaming sky“; and 
a bell, clanging in a beifry, whose tone 
„broken ne dispersed in mid-air, seemed to 
fal) upon their ears like a soft pattering rain 
of sound“; and, floating high above her in 
the limpid air, one golden drop of light 
glistening from his white wing, sailed a mag- 


pie, looking for his nest.“

There is an appendix comtaining fourteen 
excursuses on various questions raised in 
the previous discussions of the volume such 
as the asserted primacy of St. Peter,“ the 
Book of Enoch.“ and “identity of John the 
Presbyter with John the Apostle.”

He 
discusses at length the question in regard to 
the genuineness of Second Peter, finally 
eoncluding with an aflirmative answer, not- 
withstanding the many difficulties which he 
suggests. e argues that Apollos was the 
writer of the epistle to the Hebrews, and not 
Paul, er Luke, or Clement. He holds with 
many late critics that the Apocalypse was 
the earliest of John’s writings, belonging to 
the period before the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem. James and Jude he thinks were broth- 
ers of our Lord—not Aposties. The present 
volume ison the whole guite equal, if not 
superior, to its pred rs in int of 
critical learning’ and j t. rrar is 
not.a tirst-rate expositor of Scripture; but 
he deserves a high place among expositors. 
No thoughtful reader can fall to derive 
valuable knowledge and important sugges- 
tions from this work on the early days of 
Christianity. The author does not ask any 
one to accept his opinions without careful 
sifting. 

“Logic and Life“ is the title of a book of 
sermons by the Rev. II. S. Holland, M. A., of 
Oxford, England. The American publish- 
ers are Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York. 
There is an introductory and commendator 
notice by President Noah Porter. of Yale Col- 
lege. On reading these sermons the student is 
brought into contact with no ordinary 
thinking. The author is a profound inquirer 
—a mind among a thousand or many thou- 
sands. ‘The volume contains twenty sermons, 
which are more or less related to one an- 
other. The first is on Logic and Its Life,” 
the second on The Venture of Reason,“ the 
third on * The Spirit and Its Interpretation.“ 
and so on. The text of the first sermon is: 
„he Word was with God,” John, i., 1. The 
following paragraph may be selected as an 
illustration of the author’s style of thought 
and expression: 

This it is which throws such awful reality into 
our intellectual respousibilities; this it is which 
makes its difficuities so anxious, so deep, so in- 
tense. Wecannot estimate the judgments of 
reason from outside; we bave no machine that 
will test and weigh them off-hand; we can never 
ba vo one glim of their efficacy or their reality 
without entering ourselves within the circie of 
their proper fascination, without ssing in 
witbin the range of the experiences of which it 
is their sole claim to be the supreme interpreta- 
tion. How different, now, becomes aspect 
of such arguments as those on which we dave 
already touched—such arguments as protested 
that every step of advanced familiarity with the 
methods of historical criticism, or with the pres- 
entations of natural science, made it seem 
barder to conceive the possibility of miracle or 
the rationality of prayer. Perfectly true! but 
what elise would you expect? For what intima- 
cy, what sympathy have these empirical sciences 
with those facts in relation to which alone 
prayer and miracle become conceivable. Such 
aciences classify and interpret our past; 
but they have nothing t do with that 
tremendous world from which we wia nerve 
and force to break witb our past, to throw off its 
hold, to shatter its fetters.

Are conversions, convulsions, 
spontanvities, resistances, revolts, revolutions, 
awakenings—are such movements as these with- 
in the profound recesses of the soul all unreal, 
all fanciful, all unregarded?

An Electro-Generative Fuel, 

M. Brard, of La Rochelle; who has been 
experimenting with the view of prodacing 
an electro-generative stove (furnishing at 
the same time heat, light, and electricity), 
recently described before the French Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science what 
he calls an electro-generative slab. . This 
slab consists of a brick of carbonaceous 
matter and a brick of nitrate of soda 
or nitrate of potash, the two parts 
being separate and enveloped dy thin 
sheets of asbestos paper. The carbon brick 
is formed of about 100 grams of coal-diet‘ 
kneaded into a paste with tar or m 
This paste is shaped under heat in a mold, 
which gives it a pitted surface above and 
perforates it with holes from the upper ta 
the under side. Strips of brass or copper are 
also fmbedded in the under side of the 
brick to serve as 

carbon pole of the  electro-gen- 
erative element. The other brick con- 
sists of a mixture of three parts of ashes 
with one part of nitrate of pagash or soda, ° 
melted together and poured upon the pitted 
surface of the carbon,: which, however, is 
first covered with a jayer of’- asbestos 
Strips of brass or copper are imbedded 


nitrate, and the whole isenveloped in a sheet 


of asbestos paper. When placed in a fierce 
fire the carbon of a slab thus made forms the 
negative plate and is oxidized just as zinc is 
oxidized in the ordinary voltaic cell, 
the nitrate of potash being the oxidizing 
substance. 
are intended to facilitate contbustion and 
multiply the points of contact of the 
with the nitrate. The ashes are used to pre- 
vent the slab from melting. A single slab’ 
will last from an hour and a halt to two 
hours, and the electric current obtained is 
strong enough to actuate an ordinary elec- 
tric bell. Several slabs can be burned at 
onceand be grouped in tension or in quan- 
tity. Threeor four in tension will 
decompose water, 


Austrian Precautions Against Fires in 
Theatres. 

The Governor of Lower Austria has lately 
issued a detailed police ordinance regarding 
precautions to be taken against fires in thea- 
tres. It was prepared by a select commis- 
sion, and contains 110 articles. Each theatre 
must be isolated, and have no communica- 
tion with neighboring buildings. ‘The stage 
and the house must be separated by a wall 
at least 0.60m. thick, and rising about 0.45m. © 
above the roof, so that the stage may 
be isolated entirely, it necessary. The stage 
must be separated from the neighboring. 
spaces, and must be high enough for the cur- 
tain to be raised without rolling, No habita- 
tion is allowed in the theatre; only the ward- 
robe, room for accessories, and the por- 
ter’s lodge. The workshops and stores of 


scenery, and the buffets must be outside. 


These rules will be applied to exist- 
ing theatres. All stuffs used by actors; 
or for scenery, must be dipped in fireproofing 
composition during the vacation. Fireworks 
and explosives must not, under any pretext, 
be keptin theatres. In new theatres there - 
must not be more than four galleries, be- 
sides the pit and lower tier of boxes. 
The orchestra must not be 
for spectators. In the pit and galler- 
les must be r 80 that 
are not more than six places in a row. 
The number of persons appointed for the re- 
lief service in case of fire is to be regulated 
by an agreement between the police and the 
magistrate. An ordinance as to 
service, drawn up by them, must be prin 
and sold to the public at the entrance. Tho

A MINISTER'S MEMOIRS. 


Americans Thirty Weare Aco, as Seen 
Through a Frenchman’s Spectacles. 
A book recently published in Paris by M. 

de Bacourt—a French diplomatist who was 

Minister Plenipotentiary to the United 

States in 1840-’42—contains many things of 

interest to American readers. The Me- 

moirs”’ are in the form of familiar letters to 

Tatieyrand’s niece, and there are over 1% of 

them, all thoroughly readable and entertain- 

ing. Bacourt landed in this country in 
the midst of the most exciting Presidential 
contest ever known, “He was, in the space 
of ten months, presented to three successive 

Presidents of the United States. He 

watched with a lively interest the making of

efforts, French silks and wines were for tie 
first time taken from the free list. Le wit- 
nessed the tempest which arose on John 
Quincy Adams’ presenting a Northern dis- 
union petition in the House (Feb. 2, 1542). 
lie went to meet the Prince de Joinville on 
his second visit to this country. Ile greeted 
asanold friend Lord Ashburton; come to 
settle the northeastern boundary dispute, 
and outstayed the conclusion of tie treaty, 
with the Creole case looming upasa fresh 
cause of difficulty with England. He saw 
civil war break out in Kbode Island, the 
Seminole war dragging its slow length along 
in Florida, hostitities begun between Mexico 
and that “vrai nid de bandits de toutes les 
nations, mais particulierement des Etats 
Unis,” Texas. He speaks of a noted foreign- 
er then also on a visit to us as follows: 

„There is at this moment,” be says (Washing- 
ton, Feb. 17, 1842), “in the United States a lit- 
erary celebrity who enjoys bere and in England 
a great popularity, | mean Charles Dickens. 
His quite democratic works insure bim a brill- 
aut reception. Every city he passes through 
offers to fte him. At New York they guve hiin 
a bull of 5.000 persons, representing, the while, 
in tableaux vivants, the principal scenes of 
bis novels. It is a sort of domentia among 
the Americans, who are extreme ip everything. 
The newspupers agree that more bas been made 
of Diekens than of Lafayette, Fanny Elssier, 
and the Prince de Joinville—the one 1 quote 
puts the names in this order. 

Fanny Elsster's name is of frequent occur- 
rence in these letters, but he wastes no com- 

ments on her personal appearance: ** Seen 
rom near, she is extremely passée, and — 
she 
might have dispensed with the duenna who 
attended her. et in Baltimore the young 
men drew her in her carriage, and in Wasi- 
ington—“ will you believe tut she was for- 
mally presented to the Prebident (Van 
Buren) and all the Cabinet officers gathered 
to receive her!’ ‘That seemed to M. de Ba- 
court the hight of the ridiculous (d'un ridi- 
cule achevé). In New York the Germans 
had made great preparations to serenade her, 
but were invaded by the natives with torches, 
who burnt their music-stands and sent them 
flying. In Boston M. de Bacourt found the 
danseuse “very anxious” about her first rep- 
resentation the next day. It was Sunday 
(Sept. 6, 1840). and the Puritan strictuess of 
the place forbade either a Saturday night or 
Sunday rehearsal for the musicians and the 
corps de ballet. 

Washington diplomatic life was not very 
entertaining for the titled Frenchman. IIar- 
rison’s reception of the diplomatic corps Is 
said to give “a just idea of American man- 
ners,” and reads like a seene from “ Pina- 
fore.’ Mr. Webster, as Secretary of State, 
had arranged the procedure. ‘The Presi- 
dent, followed im file by his Cabinet, meets 
the Foreign Ambassadors drawn up against 


‘one side of the room in the White Louse; 


and, having been addressed by Mr. Fox, puts 
on his glasses and reads his response. ‘Then 
he shakes hands with Mr. Fox, and seriatim 
with each one of the line as named by the 
Secretary, saying never a word. Then he 
brings on his arm from an adjoining room 
his son’s widow, and presents Mistress lLlar- 
rison to the corps en masse. Mr. Webster 
next does the same for the mother of this 
lady, in the following terms: 

Gentlemen, I introduce to you Mistress Fin- 
ley, the lady who attends Mistress Harrison, and 
observe that this good lady who attends the oth- 
ers (takes care of the others) is blind. Then, all 
of a sudden there burst in a mob of women— 
sisters, daughters, cousins, and triends of the 
President and of all his Cabinet—who were pre- 
sented to us and we to them, in the midst of in- 
credible confusion. Most of the men who ac- 
companied these ladies wore frock coats. 
After having exchanged a few words with Mrs. 
Webster, I took to fligbrt. 


Tyler’s reception was more intelligent and 
conventional than Harrison’s, but in subse- 
quent meetings his conversation, on account 
nn . aa esprit,” proved heavy and

Of Clay’s speech on leaving the Senate, de 
Bacourt says: 

He tried to be touching, and snifiled (pleur- 
nich) in a ridiculous fashion; but it was only the 
bubbling of a tired old man—notbing more. How- 
ever, his partisans felt obliged to weep too, 
white the Opposition laughed in the most inso- 
lent manner. I went to see him the next day. 
He affects to be in a fine bumor, would play the 
rat retiring into his cheese, but awkwardly tets 
you pereeive that he has not abandoned the hope 
of being elected President in three years. 


Ile disliked Mr, Webster, and thus speaks 
of the Secretary at one of President Tyler’s 
dinners: 

I was seated between Mr. Spencer and Mr. 
Webster. The iatter unconsciously dropped tno 
cont ru band dignity in which be babitually wraps 
his sad mediocrity, The too free use of Madei- 
ra made bim not only amiable (in the American 
manner, of course), but even touchingly tender. 
He scized my arm with his two hands, and said: 
“My dear Bacourt, 1 have infinit picasure 10 
seeing you this even much more so than 
some time ago—I don't know why! Perhaps I 
a ven't hitherto shown you suffcient friend- 
ship, but let us, if you will, becowe a pair of 
friends.

Wastefulness of Western Stockmen. 

By no mans tne least remarkable feature 
of the wonderful cattle business of the Far 
West is thefroyal disregard for economy seen 
on cattle ranches almost everywhere. Provis- 
ious of any kind for sheltering and feeding 
stock, even while the biting blasts or the icy 
storms of winter sweep over the exposed 
prairies, is the exception rather than the rule, 
A very few years ago such provision was un- 
seen if not unthought of, and even now on 
many if not on most ranches the prepara- 
tions made for making the stock comfortable 
in even an extremely moderate degree are of 
the slightest; yet every year we hear of the 
loss of thousands upon thousands of cattle 
on the plains from exposure and starvation. 

One cause of great losses to ranchmen li 6 
in the fact that goed and costly bulls are per- 
mitted to mingle freely with the cows all the 
year through. Many of these sires, costing 
hundreds each, are each year lost, or so in- 
jured as to be nearly worthless. The bulls 
get thousands of calves each year for men 
who will not buy good bulls for their own 
use, nor pay any part of their cost, because 
their services may be had for nothing by 
stealing from the more enterprisihg and hon- 
orable cattle-men. Many calves come late in 
the season, when the grass is no longer 
green aud succulent and the cows cannot 
give a fulliilow of wilk, but when it is brown 
and juiceless. If these late-comers live 
through the winter, and many, if not most 
of them, fail wo do 80, mer | barely get 
through alive, and are pinched and scrawny 
scrubs of little worth. Their dams, called 
upon to sustain two lives at a time, when 
the hardy matured animal has to wrestle 
bravely for existence, are injured, if not 
killed outright, bythe unnatural and unwar- 
rantable drain upon their powers. 

For all this wastefulness the remedy is 
Simple and easily adopted. The more enter- 
prising ranchinen now provide hay enough 
to help at least a goodly number of their cat- 
tle to weather the worst of the storms of 
winter, and a few keep their bulls and cows 
separated except during the four months be- 
ginning about the middle of June.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Highly Disgraceful 
Peremptory Dismissal of 
Members. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 10,—Quite a sensa- 
tion has been created at the United States 

Naval Academy at Annapolis this week by 

three of the cadets being court-martialed and 

dismissed for hazing, and the authorities are 

looking out for more offenders. The mid- 

dies are keeping very quiet over the affair, 

and refuse to be interviewed. Recently, it 
was discovered that one of the cadets, stand- 
ing high in rank, had liquor in his room. 

Potations had been mixed, and together con- 

genial classmates had enjoyed themselves. 

Such proceedings naturally shocked the 

Superintendent, and the rash _ cadet 

was sentenced to solitary confine- 

ment, and still remains alone and 
drinks deep of cold water and remorse. The 
news of their classmate’s sentence excited 

the other cadets, They resolyed to hold a 

mass-neeting. Accordmely they met to- 

gether at the band-stand to discuss the situa- 
tion and air their opinions. Several of the 
cadets participating in the indignation-meet- 
ing were spotted, but their cases sank from 
sight when it was rumored that the use of 
liquor in the naval academy was not the only 
crime. It came to Capt. Ramsey’s ears that 
hazing was being indulged in. The third 
classmen quietly reminded the young- 
sters, as the members of the fourth 
class are called, that they were their supe- 
riors.and must obey them. Friendly little 
visits were paid by third classmen to the 
rooms of the fourth classmen. “The 
youngsters’’ were requested to perform acts 
which they disliked, but which guve the third 
classmen infjnit pleasure. To be sure, the 
fear of dismissal made the upper classmen 
cautious in their requests. ne 

Thursday night, Oct. 26, and likewise Friday, 

Oct. 27, were marked as especial times 

for hazing, and the faculty discovered the 

names of three of the upper classmen, two 
of the third class and one of the second, as 
— 4 — and forthwith summoned them 
fore the court-martial. The court sat last 
week. The night before Cadet James R. Pa- 
gin, of Indiana, sent his resignation the 
buard, hoping to escape the race of dis- 
missal, but the board did not aecept his 
resignation, as he wasan able cadet he 
was tried. Milton Dargan, of South Caro- 
lina, and Jason G. Laurison, of Ohio, pleaded 
uilty, and thus the eourt was prevented 
rom gaining any testimony of any conse- 
quence. However, the court-martial sat for 
several days, though very little of the affair 
was learned. ‘The court made its report to 
the Navy Department, and dismissed the 


three-named cadets.

THE GALLOWS. 


Execution of Twe Negroes at Knox- 
ville, Tenn., in the Presenes of Sev- 
eral Thousand People. :

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. .10.—Two ne- 
groes, Sam and Milt Hodge, aged respective- 
ly 23 and 22 years, were hanged today within 
one mile of the court-house In the presence 
of an immense crowd of men, women, and 
children, estimated at 8,000. Before the hour 
set for the execution the crowd surrounded 
the jail and lined the streets in the vicinity 
stretching to the scene of execution. The 
wagon containing the doomed men left the 
jail about 12 o’clock. A large guard was 
in attendance. The gallows, which con- 
sisted of two uprights and «a cross 
piece, was reached a few minutes 
before 1 o’elock. The services were con- 


ducted by three colored ministers, who re- 


lated the history of the crime for which Sam 
and Milt ware to die, and ayes for their 
souls and sang quite a lengtuy hymn. During 
the services both men wore smiling faces. 
They both made incoherent, rambimg 
speeches, saying that Jesus would not let 
them be afraid to die“; that they wonld soon 
be in the presence of a much greater throng 
than was assembled to see their necks 
broken; and “We have a life to go 
to up yonder.

The Wield in Louisiana Estimated at 
200,000 Hogsheads,.

New OxLEANXS, Nov. 10.—At a meeting of 
the Louisiana Sugar-Planters’ Association 
last night, Mr. John Dymond said his in- 
formation from the sugar district was to the 
effect that the yield was very good, the crop 
being estimated at 200,000 hogskeads.

BUNDANT FLOCKS, 


Sheep-Raising in Southern Kansas, 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Wicnira, Kas., Nov. 8.—Fora long time 
in the early history of the Arkansas Valley 
the expediency and profit of sheep-culture 
was a matter of much speculation. Experi- 
ments ih this braneh of stoeck-raising were 
made with exceeding care and caution. No 
large s were kept until the past very 
few years, the flock-master preferring to 
make 7 small beginning, because doubtful 
of ultinjate succss in his undertaking. To- 
day, however, a very large number of the 
more spbstantial and prosperous farmers 
have embarked in sheep-raising, finding 
both pleasure and profit in the business. 

Sheep-raising and the profits on wool and 
muttou form a staple topic of conversation, 
and any information concerning sheep or 
sheep-culture is eagerly. sought. Partly im- 
proved jands can be purchased in the Coun- 
ties of Reno, Sedgwick, Butler, Cowley, and 
Sumner at from 63 to $5 per acre. The 
sheep most in favor among the sheep men of 
the Arkansas Valley are the merinos, Cots- 
wolds, and natives. ‘The merinos are princi- 
pally raised for wool, while the Cotswolds, 
Mexican, and Colorado sheep are raised and 
handied principally for the weight of the 
carcass) and mutton. Merinos and Cots- 
wolds in large tiocks will average seven 
pounds of wool, while the natives only ay- 
erage three pounds. 

Many prefer the merino, because it does 
the best in a large flock and is a small eater. 
Losses from coyotes, wolves, and disease are 
very light. Some protection, such as sheds, 
seems necessary as a shelter in case of sud- 
den storms. The best flock-masters feed hay, 
straw, corn-stalks, and occaslobally corn. 
— he indrease of the flocks above all loss may 

be safdly pnt at 75 per cent; with extraor- 
dinary Fave it is often fully 100 per cent. The 
small flocks which a few years were scat- 
tered throughout the Arkansas Valley have 
increa a hundredfold.

BAD BEEF. 


Need of a Live-Stock Inspector at the 
Stock- Yarda. ; 

There is a strong probability that a live-stock 
inspector will be stationed at the Stock- Yards 
at oo late day, That the managers of tho yards 
and dealers in dressed beef are seriously 
alarmed over the reports that have been circu- 
lated throughout the East regarding the quality 
of beef that ts being received and slaughtered 
bere is apparent. The recent arrival at this 
market of a number of Texas cattie infected 
with Texas fever or some other disease bas 
caused no fitue commotion among people who 
are cognizant of the great injury that will ac- 
crue to all who use such meat as food. Thata 
number of the beeves were slaughtered and dis- 
posed of prior to the Health Officers bemg ap- 
prised of the matter is well known. A number 
aft them were condemned, but many were sold 
to local butebers, Whose patrons have no 
doubt ere this time suffered the 
consequences, The same kind of diseased 
aniinals continue to arrive, and no sooner do 
they reach the yards than they are sold to some 
“acalper.” That such diseased stuff is wholly 
unit for food is obvious, but tne Stock- Yards 
Company cares but little who eats it, so long as 
it ors a revenue. 

‘me dressed-bee! men. however, know that un- 
ey something is done to prevent the receiving 
of diseased beef and sheep at the Steck- Yurds 
their trade will surely be ruined. It is un eusy 
matter for live stock shippers to say that beef 
shi East in refrigerator-cars is but the scum 
of market. and is a bad article. Some uf the 
d ef and corned beet ia acknowledged 
by those conversant with the trade to be an in- 
ferior article, | 

Yesterday at the Stock- Yards a Tmin re- 
porter viewed a spectacie that was shocking in 
the extreme. A superannuated cow. whose left 
eye was mutterated and whose carcass was cov- 
cred with wounds, the result of some cow boy's 
pole, was being driven down Halsted street by 
au urchin to the Archer Avenue Hospital. Some 
onlookers imagined that it was poing to a ren- 
dering establishment, but when they were in- 
formed that a sirloin or porteruouse steak would 
in all probability be cut from that worn-out 
animal's carcass today to appease the hunger of 
some poor workingman their disgust at 
“man's Inbumanity to man” was appar- 
ent. Y ishing to know who had 
purchased the cow the reporter visited 
the yardsj and was informed that won such a 
beast was bought the owner very often gave in 
a fetitious nume on the vard, and on this occa- 
sion such was the cause.

A com- 
pany, he snid, was about to be organized in 
Chicago ta import mohogany, rosewood, 
ebony, and other vafuable woods from 
Honduras direct to this city. A gentieman had 
been sclected as superintendert who had beeu 
in the country and was on intimate terms 
with the Governor. In fact, the Governor 
of Hondutas was to stand in with the 
company on the profits. When the lumber 
was sold re, via gulf, river, and canal, it 
would pay or 500 per cent ou the investment.

A. Wood Collides with the 
Eighteenth Street Bridge. 

There was trouble at the Eighteenth strect 
bridge about 10 o'clock Thursday night, which 
resulted in considerable damage. The bridge 
had been opened to let two barges through, 
when the tug M. Shbicids with the barge S. A. 
Wood in tow signaled the bridgetendér to let 
them through: The tug men claim that not- 
withstanding the signal to keep the bridge open 
the bridgetender ran the “red light” up and 
closed the bridge in the face of 
the advancing vessel. The result was 
that the Wood crashed into the 
bridge and bad her foremast carried away, while 
a considerable portion of the railing of. the 
bridge was broken. The tugmen also claim that 
it would have been impossibie to have stopped 
the barge, as the tug was alongside the protec- 
tion under the bri vd when the bridgetender 
closed the bridge. is is the tugmen’s side of 
the story, and Capt. Higgie, President of the 
Vesse!l-Owners’ Towing Company, to which the 
tug Sbields belongs, claims the Captain and 
crew of the Wood will substantiate it. On the 
other hand, Capt. Higgie says the bridge- 
tender claims that the Captain of 
the tug was drunk or the accident 
would not have happened. This Capt. Higzie 
denies. It is likely that there wil be a judicial 
investigation of the matter and the blame 
placed where it belongs. It Is ible, howev- 
er, that the whole affair was resuit of eir- 
cumstances unavoidable. Eighteenth street 
bridge is one of the most difficult bridges in the 
river to pass, having ouly one draw through 
which a vessel ean pass, and is on the knuckie 
of a sharp bend. It is the tirst serious accident 
that bas happened there since the present 
bridgetender (Golderman) has been in charge. 
lic bus the reputation of being a very careful, 
cool man, and it is no more than justice to 
withhold censure of him until all the facts are 
legally established. The Captain of the Shieida, 
also, bas the tation of bemg a very careful 
tugman, and he should, too, be given a chance 
to prove bis version of the affuir.

False Impressions Abroad Concerning 
American Women. 

A Boston lady, now traveling in Europe, 
writes as follows: It was in a Nuremberg 
horse-car that we ladies opened our map in 
the guidebook and called forth by the act 
this remark froma gentleman who thought 
we understood no German: He turned upon 
us a most flattering look of respectful admi- 
ration and said to his companion: That is 
the way the American women get about the 
world, They start out alone, consult their 
maps, go ahead and seem to enjoy themselves 
beyond any women alive. I must say 1 like 
it in them.” But the other gentleman gave 
his shoulders a significant German shrug and 
replied that it didu’t quite suit his idea of 
woman’s vocation. 1 am sure he was com- 
paring us unfavorably with his own good 
hausfrau, very likely at home that moment 
concocting a favorit dish for his supper or 
knitting in the garden, gossiping harmlesly 
with a neighbor perhaps, and probably wear- 
ing the same stolid expression when abroad 
that the other women in this same horse-car 
wore at that moment. Yesterday I read in 
an Austrian paper, in the correspondence 
of a contributor now in America, a most 
flattering article concerning American ladies. 
It has an apologetic tone, however, which is 
a little annoying, for naturally we do not 
know the need of being apologized for, 
though I am aware that we are not aito- 
gether esteemed in German households, 
where we have the reputation of being poor 
housekeepers and lacking domestic qualities 
dear to the German heart. My observation 
teaches me that we are much better house- 
keepers than the German women. In the 
first place, we have three times the house to 
keep. It is true we are not always hanging 
about the kitchen or noting down expenses 
in a book, but a good General makes little 
noise. This correspondent says: Were it 
legal for me to take two wives, I would take 
one an American, the other a German. The 

rst 1 would keep upon a pedestal (he 
would have a good time, I fancy, keeping her 
stationary), and I would worship her from a 
distance. She would wear the beautiful 
clothes, and always delight my eye; but the 
German should be my housekeeper and the 
mother of my children. American women 
direct their households only, while our 
women are notafraid to put their hands to 
work.” As for that matter lam as proud of 
being a good ruler as a common soldier, and 
find it much more agreeable. We are told in 
this article we are cultured, beautiful, 
and aminble, but not domestic. How does 
the New England housekeeper like that ? 

We feel annoyance very often at the erro- 
neous impressipus we find among foreigners 
of Ainerican women as a whole. Last night, 
at a friend's, I met an English irl of the 
aristocracy, a clever, frank girl, who looked 
We straight in the face and said. Your 
American girls are so pretty, but always so 
fast, you know.“ f you are wise you never 
argue with an | Englishwoman. “Your En- 
xlish is not so bad,“ she said again, but it 
does amuse m to hear you Americans talk.” 
In the next breath she asked me if 1 thought 
a certain court 25 who was present, had 
gone off in her looks since I saw her last, 
and if 1 didn’t think Oscar Wilde was quite 
nasty (pronounced nawsty). 

That we are Iimposed u ng because we are 
Americans and ladies, very true. If a 
conchman asks us the first time the tariff 

rice, it is a matter of surprise to us; if our 

Il is notathird more at every hotel than it 
would be for a native, we feel like rewarding 
the landlord on the spot. In one hotel we 
ordered some melon. For three slices we 
were charged 75 cents. We were assured 
that melons only grew under glass in Ger- 
many. A half-hour later we found them in 
the market-plave—we always go through the 
markets—for 15 cents each. 

We got a list of private lodgings and the 
hunt began to be re ap We had achance 
to see how the middle classes, who let lodg- 
ings duriug this crowded time, live, and I as- 
sure you the American housekeeper who 
takes care of her own house need not be 
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; king matches and locking the 
door behind her, They have so little idea of 
luxury here, even in the best households! 
In six months of living in private houses in 
Europe—and handsome houses, too, some of 
them belonging to the wealthiest of the no- 
bility—1 never saw a bath-room, never 
made an evening toilet except by candle- 
light, two wax candles being considered suf- 
ficient. Imagine a Back Bay belle making 
a ball toilet by the light of two wax candles! 
It is with incredulous faces these péople 
listen to my accounts of our daily use Of the 
telephone, Only yesterday a somewhat 
pompous German said to üs. We invent 
these things, but you Americans apply them 
to your every-day use.” Under her breath 1 
heard one of the quartet say, “I should 
smitie.“ She told me later only polite- 
ness forbade her hurling steamboats and tel- 
ezraph-poles at his head, and that she was 
surprised into a slang expression she had 
never been guilty of in her life before. 

An Austrian Baroness-told me yesterday 
that a friend of ours of whom I was asking, 
who had died mysteriously, had possibly 
died from an American duel. 1 begged her 
to — what an American duel was like, 
and she looked at mein amazement, having 
a firm belief that most Americans died in 
that manner. It seems that here in Austria 
it is not uncommon, though considered a 
most cowardly thing to do, for two antago- 
nists to draw lots by means of two balls, one 
black and the other white, to decide which 
shail put an end to hislife. He who gets the 
black ball must kill himself in some way. 
This [ways termed an Amerikanerische 
duel, and is a manner of settling difficulties 
and going out of this world supposed to pre- 
vail very generally in America. 


A Guiding Hand in a Velvet Glove. 

An Eastern paper says: While reformers 
and agitators are distressing. themselves and 
all who hear them over the existing circum- 
stances and environments of marriage, ex- 
citing the indignation and fear of those who 
recognize in it the salvation of woman and 
of the race, and bringing about the weariness 
of the rest of mankind, it may be of use to 
remember that there are some measures 
which we may take ourselves in a domestic 
way which will do all the good required, and 
produce all the reform of which the institu- 
tion admits. And these measures consist al- 
most altogether of a larger degree of over- 
sight, exercised in varying ways, than at 
present practiced by parents and guardians 
when their young people are at an age to 
form marriage connections, 

Left to themselves, the young are attracted 
toeach other in individual cases by one 
knows not what hidden law, since in no two 
cases does it work alike, and every happy 
woman wonders that any other woman could 
have chosen any other husband than the one 
she herself has chosen. No parent, certain- 
ly, in our ways of living and thinking, would 
go counter to this universal law, hidden or 
not. But in so far as parents are interpreters 
and administrators of law, by virtue of their 
trusts they have responsibilities which give 
them rights, and are at liberty so to arrange 
circumstances that this law shall work to the 
utmost good of the parties most nearly con- 
cerned. 8 

Thus if instead of sitting down, folding the 
hands, clusing the eyes or turning them away, 
and leaving things to chance, as most mothers 
do, what if one calmly looked at facts and 
the future, and put out an * hand 
here and there viewiesly and skilfully and 
without the least appearance of constraint ? 
—would the mother then be doing 
more than her duty, and would the child be 
aware of any exereise of force or persuasion ? 
Shall this mother allow a marriage within a 
forbidden or unwise degree of relationship 
to occur if by imprinting on her child’s mind 
and prejudices, long befure danger is appar- 
ent, the undesirableness and risk of such a 
— and by bringing forward, at the time 
she thinks best. ple of more attractions 
than the relat ones, if it ean be quietly 
hindered? She will be doing what the 
French mother does in a degree, but she will 
be as much justified as when entrapping her 
younger child to learn the alfabet with pict- 
ure books. 1 

Or let us say that, of the several families 
in her acquaintance, in this she Knows is 
lurking insanity; in that is pronounced 
scrofula, cancerous, or consumptlve; in the 
other are unlovely traits so marked as to 
have won the family name meanness, ill- 
nature, brutality, vanity, falseness—traits 
sure to work misery on their victims event- 
ually—shall she then be considered a man- 
aging mother, with any dut full approba- 
tion in the use of theterm, ifshe wisely 
prevents intimacy of such families with her 
own, whatever be the loss of pleasure to the 
hour by it, and, knowing that contiguity does 
a good share of the work, encourages an in- 
-timacy with other families, where there are 
no inherited traits either physical or moral, 
of which she is aware, likely to produce 
trouble after the first glamor of new love is 
gone, and when the married should be set- 
tling down to the calm contents of placid af- 
tection? 

Such help, such hindrance, such control as 
this. is within the power of any mother or 
father who looks“ fucts in the face. To the 
thinking of many it isa duty and responsi- 
bility demanded of them. They have no right 
to be pursuing their more sordid but not 
more vital interests and gains, and ietting 
time go by, without forming the ac- 
quaintance of the young people about them, 
and fitting themselves to know and decide to 
whom and what it is best for their own young 
people to become attached. Apart from its 
usefulness in the manner hinted of, this 
course Would in itself, by promoting the 
mingling of young and old, add a freshness 
and vg a charm often lacking in general 
society, helpm the old to keep youthful, and 
giving the youthful an atmosphere they need, 
increasing possibly that reverence also for 
the opinion of the elders known to be but 
small today among those A Who 
think they are the world, since they do not 
see the others actively moving in it, and 
all leading still to the one end, that of a 
quiet superintendence of a choice of hus- 
bands and wives, and making the choice
